District Court Judge Hiram War . 
who on Friday is scheduled to sen- 
tence Duncan on the conspiracy 
charge and on two other charges to 
which he had pleaded guilty earlier. 

The other charges involved bugging 
agents of the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice who were Investigating the ban , 
Lnd misapplying $257,000 dollars of 
the bank's money. The latter ch^e 
stemmed from Duncan s allegedly 
writing personal checks with insuf l * 
cient funds, then depositing the 
money to cover them later.
